The 
Prokofley Sonata is a short 
onz-movement work, strongly 
pereuszive and full of dynamic 
vigour, and the artist scemed 
to enjoy playing it, as he did

of the Beethoven Sonata, For 
me this was the finest item in 
the programme.
